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| Dy Gaga, or Gage, attended William J. in his expedition 
to the conquelt of England, and was rewarded by that 
conqueror with large grants of lands in the foreſt of Dean, 
and county of Glouceſter; near which foreſt he fixed his reſi- 
dence, at Clorenvell or Clure wall, where the prefent lors 
ſeat now ſtands.

Sir John, his ſucceſſor, born in 1600, was bred in the 
court of Charles I. knighted, and in 1640 conſtituted maſter 
of the Rolls, and ſworn of the privy council, in Ireland. In 
the rebellion of 1641, he was very active, and, by his influ- 
ence and credit, victualled the caſtle of Dublin. He ſuffered 
from the king's party for his zeal, but was careſſed and re- 
warded by the parliament of England, who entruſted him with 
the management of Iriſh affairs, and appointed him one of 

their commiſſioners in Munſter. He was alſo employed by 
the protector Cromwell in Iriſh affairs, from whom he had fe- 
veral grants of lands in Ireland, as alſo from his ſon the pro- 
tector Richard. At the reſtoration he was continued in his 
office of matter of the Rolls, ſworn of the privy council, and 
with William, his eldeft ſon, in 1661, repreſented the county 
of Carlow.

THIS name, in common with other antient firnames, 
1 hath been variouſly written, Joſſelin, Joflyne, Joſceline, 
Joceline, and by the French and Normans, Goſſelin ; and the 
family derives its deſcent from Carolus Magnus, king of France, 
with more certainty than the houſes of Loraine and Guiſe. 
But not to wander through remote antiquity, it is ſufficient to

* Here it may not be amiſs to note the PrIviLEGEs of the 
Biſhops, as ſome of them are curious, and ſeveral of them 
little known. 

The Biſhops are three ways barons of the teren, viz. by writ, 
patent, and conſecration. They precede all under the degree 
of viſcounts, and are always placed upon the king's right hand 
in the parliament houſe. They have the title of lords, and 
right reverend fathers in God: and their ſees, by the piety of 
former times, are endowed with fair revenues for the due ad- 
miniſtration of what belongs to their places: and to keep 
them from corrupt and ſiniſter affections, the king's moſt 
noble progenitors, and the anceſtors of the nobility and gentry, 
have ſufficiently endowed rhe church with honour and poſ- 
ſeſſions. 

In their own court they have power to judge and paſs ſen- 
tence alone, without any colleague, which is not done in 
any other court: and therefore the biſhops ſend forth their 
citations in their own names, not in the king's, as the writs 
in other courts run. They may depute their authority to 
another (as doth the king) either to their ſuffragan-biſhops, 
their chancellors, commiſſaries, or other officers, which none 
of the king's judges can do. In whatever prince's dominions

In criminal trials for 
life, all biſhops are-to be tried by their peers, who are barons, 
and none under that degree to be impannelled : but anciently 
they were exempted from any trial by temporal judges. In- 
parliament they may vote in any thing, but in ſentence for 
life, or loſs of member, they being by common law to abſent 
themſelves; and by common law to make proxies to vote for 
them.

It will not be amiſs to ſpeak ſomewhat of the immunities _ 
common to all ecclcſiaſtics, as well commons as lords ſpiri-

All ſuffragan biſhops, deans, archdeacons, prebends, rec- 
tors, and vicars, have privilege, ſome by themſelves, others 
by proxy, to fit and vote in the lower houſe of convocation. 
No ſubſidy or other tax can be impoſed upon them without 
their own conſent.

TP HE name of this ancient family is local, and derived from 
the town of Suelle, Sewel, Suthwell, Southwell, (ſo va- 
riouſly written) in the county of Nottingham, the principal 
branch thereof being lords of that place till the reign of Hen, VI. 
when the family began to flouriſn in the eaſtern and ſouthern 
counties of England, many collateral: branches being tranſ- 
planted and diſperſed in the counties of Norfolk, Suffolk, 
Suſſex, Surry, Eſſex, &c. and were many of them perſons of 
great worth and account. Sir John de Suthwell was, in 1285,

John Strat- 
ford (the greateſt ſubject of his time) was, in the reign of 
Edward II. when it appeareth the Stratford family was in the 
zenith of its glory, archbiſhop'sf Canterbury, lord high chan- 
_ 'Eellor,” and keeper of the great ſeal, and lord regent of Eng- 
land during the King's abſence in France, and, as Hollingſhed 
and other Writers mention, reſtrained the king in levying ex- 
orbitant taxes for carrying on his wars; and has left behind 
him a code of laws of his own framing, and writings that will 
render his name famous to lateſt poſterity. In that reign alſo, 
and at ſundry times ſince, there have been other eminent pre-

chancellor of Ireland, — with king Charles) out of 
his illegal poſſeſſion of them. Which Robert Stratford, being 
a gentleman very much eſteemed by all who knew him, eſpe- 
cially in the county where he lived, and of uncommon abili- 
ties, was unanimouſly choſen knight of the ſhire for the 
county of Wicklow, 1 William and Mary, and was farther 
complimented by his conſtituents with the choice of his col- 
league, à moſt remarkable proof of ; confidence. and attach- 
ment.

razed, his woods burned, and ſeveral hundred ſheep and oxen ' 
plundered by king James's adherents : tis remarkable, he was 
under the neceſſity of entertaining king James, whom he 
diſliked, as well as king William, whom he much honoured, 
on their reſpective marches through Leinſter, at Belan, com.

A the ancient Iriſn kings obtained the monarchy by force 
| of arms, and not by any right of ſucceſſion, or ſolemn 
coronation, we ſhall here paſs them by, and begin with Brien 
Boitoimhe, who was deſcended in a direct male line from Hi- 
berius, the eldeſt fon of Mileſius king of Spain. 

This Brien, having overcome the Danes and Norwegians in 
forty- nine battles, efected the great church of Killaloe, and 
reſtored the biſhops to their ſees, as alſo reyived and repaired 
the decayed univerſities, founded many ſchools, raiſed fortifi- 
cations, built garriſons, laid cauſeways throughout the king- 
dom, and built bridges over rivers and deep waters, that were 
unpaſſable before. "Ig | 
_ - He likewiſe appointed ſirnames of diſtinction to all the ſeve- 
ral branches of the Mileſian race, and other principal families 


in Ireland, in axder to avoid confuſton, and that the gene- 


alogies might be preſerved with more regularity, 
He alſo purged ti corruptions that had crept into the eſta- 


3 pbliſhed laws, and his inſtitutes were kept in ſo much reverence 


and regard, that jt was ſaid, if a young lady of conſummate 


: | beauty adorned with gold and jewels, had travelled alone on 
foot tMhughout the realm in thoſe days, no attempt would 


have been made upon her honour, or to diveſt her of the trea- 
ſure ſhe wore. RE W_ 
In the 32th year of his reign, he treated with moſt of the 
Triſh petty kings, to unite their forces with him, and expel the 
Danes, as the public enemies of the kingdom; but Sitricus, 
king of the Danes of Waterford, having made all the prepa- 
rations and alliances againſt Brien that he could, they came 
to zn engagement, on the 23d of April, at a place called 
Clantarff, two miles from Dublin, wherein the ſaid Brien 
was mortally wounded, and Murrough his ſon, and Turlough 
(the fon of Murrough) his grandſon, with many others of 
quality, beſides 11000 ſoldiers, were ſlain; but Donaugh, the 
third ſon of Brien, taking the command of the army, revenged 
himſelf on .the Danes in another battle, wherein he gained a 
- complete victory; and in the year 1036, took a Pere ta 
TE 3 ; ; ame, 
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Rome, carrying with him the regal crown, which was of 


pure gold. | 1 
Of this family there were twenty princes of Thomond, 


and ſix of Ireland; which ſix were the ſons of king Brien, 
whoſe names were Murrough, Teige, Donaugh, Dennis, 
Conner, and Flan. , | 
From Teige, the ſecond ſon, deſcended Daniel More, who 
was the laſt king of Caſhel] and Limerick; and from him de- 
ſcended, in a direct male line, another Teige O Brien, who 
was anceſtor to the late earl of Thomond, the preſent earl of 
Inchiquin, and the late viſcount Clare. 5 | 
To king Brien ſucceeded Turlough O Brien, his grandfon, 
(the ſon of Teige, who was king of Munſter.) This Tur- 
lough ſupplied William Rufus, king of England, with timber, 
to build the roof of Weſtminſter-hall. : 
Turlough died in the year 1130, leaving two brothers, 
Mortough O Brien, and Roger O Conner, and was ſucceeded 
by Mortough the elder; but he dying the ſame year, was ſuc- 
ceeded in the government of the greateſt part of the iſle, by 
Turlough his nephew, the ſon of Roger O Conner; which 
Turlough, having reduced the province of Munſter, divided 
it into two parts, the ſouth whereof he gave to Donaugh Mac- 
carty, and the north to Connor O Brien.® | 
| To him ſucceeded Maurice Mac Laughlin, who died in the 
year 1168, and was ſucceeded by Roderick, alias Roger O 
Conner, the ſon of Turlough laſt mentioned, which Roderick 
reigned over the province of Connaught, and the whole iſle, 
eight years, the kings of Meath, Brefine, and Leinſter, hav- 
ing married the daughter of Murrough Mac Floin, king of 
Meath, ſhe, after a ſhort ſpace of time, left her huſband, and 
fled to Dermot Mac Murrough, king of Leinſter, but pre- 
tended he took her by force; and upon that a quarrel ariſing 
between her huſband and the king of Leinſter, the ſaid Der- 
mot applied himſelf to Roderick king of Ireland, who drove 
the king of Leinſter out of the iſle. | 
This king, being thus forced from his dominions, deter- 
mined to puniſh his rebellious nobility at all hazards; becauſe 
they would not aſſiſt him againſt Roderick king of Connaught; 
and for this purpoſe, in the year 1169, he fled into France, 
to Henry II. king of England, who was then carrying on his 
conqueſts in that country, and there offered to ſubmit himſelf 
and his kingdom to that prince, upon condition he would 
aſſiſt him to recover it. 4 
King Henry, upon theſe terms, (in May 1170) ſent letters 
by him to ſome of his miniſters in England, which gave him 
authority to raiſe what men were willing to inliſt themſelves 
in his ſervice, and tranſpo.t them into Leland, - | 
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Upon his arrival at Briſtol, he delivered his commiſſion to 
the magiſtrates of that city, where the letters were publickly 
read; and, to encourage men to engage in his ſervice, he 
made ample promiſes of lands and eſtates. to ſuch who offered 
themſelves, and would aſſiſt him in the expedition againſt his 
enemies, who had invaded his province, and robbed him of 
his crown. Hb 
In the ſaid city he met with Richard de Clare, firnamed 
Strongbow, who was lord of Tottenham, Wolaſton, Chep- 
ſow, and Cardigan, vicegerent of Normandy, earl of Pem- 
broke, and 2 of the king's palace; and to that earl en- 
Feta. that if he would appear in his cauſe, and raiſe a body 

f men for his ſervice, he would beſtow upon him his daugh- 
ter Eva, who was heir apparent to his dominions, and, as a 
dowry, would confirm to him and his heirs the crown of 
Leinſter after his deceaſe, + 7 Eh 
The Engliſh nobleman joyfully accepting of theſe terms, 
promiſed that he would infancy beat up for volunteers, and 
when he had completed his number, he would tranſport them 
into Ireland. "bi 
- Dermot having met with encouragement from the Engliſh, 
his next addreſs was to Ralph Griffin, prince of Wales, to 
whom he notified the ſtate of his affairs, as before-mentioned, 
and deſired that he would favour his cauſe. 4 4 
From the ſaid prince he had the aſſiſtance of Robert Fitz- 
Stephen, (who was governor of the caſtle of Cardigan, and 
anceſtor to the Barrys of Cork) to whom, and his heirs for 
ever, he confirmed the town of Wexford, as a reward for his 
| _ {ervice, in re-eſtabliſhing him in his dominions. 

Thus the king of Leinſter, having ſucceſsfully managed his 
ſolicitations among the Engliſh and Welſh, went into Ireland, 
and concealed himſelf at Fearna, till Robert Fitz-Stephen 
landed with 30 knights, 60 eſquires, and 300 foot ſoldiers 
and then putting himſelf at the head of 500 horſe, whom he 
Had in readineſs, he joined the Engliſh, and beſieged Wex- 

ford, which immediately ſurrendered ; and after that, march- 

ing with his forces towards the territories of Offory, Donaugh 
(the king thereof) ſent him hoſtages, as a teſtimony of his 
- ſubmiſſion, | | | 
By this time the whole kingdom was alarmed with the ſuc- 
ceſs of Dermot and his auxiliary Engliſh; and Maurice Fitz- 
Gerald (who afterwards ſettled in Ireland, and became the 
anceſtor to the earls of Kildare and Deſmond) landing with 
10 knights, 30 eſquires, and 100 foot, Dermot laid ſiege to 
5 70 city of Dublin, which alſo ſurrendered, and paid him 

tribute. 3 N 
his continued courſe of ſucceſs ſo much animated the king 


of Leinſter, that he entertained hopes of being monarch of 


* 
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the whole iſle, and reſolved to make an attempt upon the 
throne; and thereupon he immediately applied to Richard 
Strongbow, ear] of Pembroke, requeſting him to come over 
to his affiſtance, with the forces he promiſed him, and en- 
gaged, that the conditions, on his part, ſhould be fulfilled, 
and that he was ready to ſettle the crown of Leinſter upon him 
and his heirs, after his deceaſe. 

Upon this, the ſaid earl tranſported himſelf with all poſſible 
ſpeed into Ireland, bringing with him Raymond la Groſs, and 
William Fitz-Gerald, {elder brother to Maurice before - men- 
tioned, and who was anceſtor to the lords Fitz- Maurice of 
Kerry, and the Gerards of Bryn in Lancaſhire, and the Ge- 
rards of Ince, the lord Gerard of Bromley, and the Gerards 
earls of Macclesfield) as alſo 200 valiant knights, and 1000 
eſquires that were bowmen; who, the day after they were ſet 
on ſhore, joining the king of Leinſter, they laid ſiege to the 
town of Waterford, and took it. | ; 

When this conqueſt was made, Eya, the daughter of Der- 
mot, was married to the ſaid earl of Pembroke, which earl 
afterwards entered the country of O Rourk, king of Brefine, 
with fire and ſword, and victory followed the king of Leinſter 
in all his undertakings. But when the king of England had 
received intelligence of the proceedings of his ſubjects in Ir 
land, under the conduct of the ſaid earl of Pembroke, and 
REF „ manders, and being doubtful of their de- 
ſigns, he pabliſhed a proclamation, that all: the Engliſh in that 
kingdom ſhould immediately return home, upon pain of being 
deemed rebels, and of loſing their eſtates, . 

Upon this, earl Strongbow ſent Raymond la Groſs to the 
king of England, with an order to inform his majeſty, that 
the Engliſh had no deſign to withdraw their allegiance from 
their natural ſovereign, but intended to conquer the country 
in his name, and ſubmit the territories they ſhould ſubdue to 
his authority and diſpoſal. 
Dermot, the king of Leinſter, dying the beginning of the 
year 1 172, and king Henry having received this meſſage from 
his ſubjects in Ireland, he ſent back the ſaid Raymond la Groſs, 
attended by one of his knights, whoſe name was Hermon 
Morty, with letters to the ear] of Pembroke, whereby he was 
obliged inſtantly to repair into England, and give an account 
of his conduct to his majeſty. | 

When he came to court, and had faithfully informed the 
king of the poſture of the Iriſh affairs, he offered to deliver up 
the poſſeſſion of Dublin, Waterford, and other principal 
towns in the province of Leinſter, into his majeſty's hands, if 
he pleaſed, by his royal grant, to confirm to him and his heirg 
the enjoyment of the remaining parts of that province, _ 
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The king accepted theſe terms, and quickly followed the 
earl, attended with 5oo knights, beſides a ſelect army of horſe 
and foot, and . landed at Waterford, in the ſaid year 
11/72, and tarried there ſome time, he thence marched to 
Dublin, where all the petty kings and great lords of Ireland 
came and paid him homage, ſwore fealty, and ſubmitted to 
his authority, as did afterwards Roderick king of Connaught; 
and thus a peace was concluded before the nobility of both
